3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: the reference number 6a is missing from Figure 7. Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of 
an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

Specification 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the term 
"anode 3" on page 7, line 8 should be changed to "cathode 3". Appropriate correction is 
required. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

The Mino reference (US 2003/01 18897) discloses a method of producing a 
lithium microbattery comprising formation of first and second current collectors "b" & "g", 
a cathode, an electrolyte comprising a lithiated compound, and an anode comprising 
lithium "f on a substrate "a1", wherein the electrolyte formation step comprises the 
steps: depositing the electrolyte layer on a substrate provide with a current collector and 
with a first active material layer, wherein the electrolyte layer is formed by photoresist 
coating and the dry-etching method which implies that a photoresist (mask) is fabricated 
by photolithography on the electrolyte layer, unnecessary portions are removed by dry- 
etching, and then the photoresist is removed to form the electrolyte (See paragraph 
[001 7], [001 9], [0046], [0047] and Figures 6-9). 
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However, Mino et al does not expressly teach the step of: depositing, on the 
electrolytic thin layer, a first protective thin layer that is chemically inert with regard to 
lithium and then a first masking thin layer. 

As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either 
comply with all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not 
complied with. See 37 CFR 1 .1 1 1 (b) and MPEP § 707.07(a).
